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THE  AMERICAN  AP^CESTRY  OF  GEORGE  H.  BARBOUR, 
who  v/as  born  June  26,  JS4-i,  in  CollinEVille,  Town  of  Canton, 
ofiginally  a  part  of  Simstrjry,  Ksrtford  Count)--,  Connecticut, 
and  became  a  resident  of  Detroit,  iv^ichtgan,  in  Jo72. 

JI^  EFORE  entering  upon  llie  history  of  the  Barbours,* 
!._>  "•.ve  refer  liriefly  to  some  of  the  events  occurring 
prior  to  their  settleraent  in  America. 

In  1606,  King  James  gi anted  to  a  company  in  Ply- 
mouth, England,  all  tlii  territory  ir  that  part  of  America 
named  by  Captain  jolin  Smith  "'New  England,"  who 
had  previously  explored  it.  Tlus  company,  failing  in 
the  attempt  to  found  a  coloiiy,  in  what  is  no^s'  Maine, 
dissolved,  and  a  new  company  was  formed,  called  the 
"Council  for  New  England,"  to  v.-hich  was  granted  all 
the  territory  from  Nova  Scotia  to  Pennsylvania,  and 
extending  westv.-ard  v/ithout  limits.  But  while  this 
company  was  considering  its  plans,  a  colony  was  formed 
by  the  Pilgrims,  at  Plyraout!),  in  December,  1620,  and 
a  little  later  a  settlement  was  made  by  the  Puritans,  in 
the  region  of  Massachusetts  F.ay. 

The  Pilgrinss  of  Mew  f^ngland  ha^■e  som.etimes  been 
confounded  with  the  Puritans — both  dissented  from  the 

^'y.''t  bamc  is  often  spcl'ed  "Barbour,''  and  "Barbar,"  and  "Barbur,"  but  all 
are  !v^'-cd  "Jiarber"  i-i  the  London  shi^jping  lis-3  of  that  peiiod.  The  pres^ent 
mode  o*jipe!iing  the  name  (LSar'jO'iO  v.as  iirst  ad-pred  by  2vlrs.

views  of  the  Established  Chviich  of  England— but  the 
Pilgrims  refused  to  recognize  it,  and  had  renounced 
allegiance  to  its  authority,  v.diile  the  Puritans  continued 
loyal,  although  discarding  its  forms  and  ceremonies, 
remaining  in  it,  hoping  for  its  reform  and  greater  purity. 

These  differences  between  the  emigrants  created 
jealousies,  and  caused  many  of  the  members'  of  the 
Plymouth  Company  to  •'.viihdraw  and  form  a  new  com- 
pany, calling  themselves  -'The  Company  of  Massa- 
chusetts Bay,"  which  in  162S  made  an  extensi'"e 
purchase  of  lands  on  Massachusetts  Bay,  extending 
westward  (as  they  supposed)  to  the  I'aciiic  Ocean,  and 
having  in  i6:(j  received  a  charter  from  King  Charles, 
they  sent  out  a  party  under  John  Endicott  and  founded 
on  x^Iassachusetts  Bay,  Charlestown.  In  1630  Rev. 
Mr.  'W'artham  of  Exeter,  England,  came  over  and 
founded  Dorchester. 

Mean-line  the  Connecticut  River  had  become  an 
•.object  of  desire  and  competition  to  the  settlers  of  Mas- 
sachusetts Bay,  and  Plymouth,  as  it  had  also  been  to 
the  Dutch.  Its  territory  had  at  first  been  granted  to 
the  Earl  oi  ''A'arwick,  and  then  to  L-ord  Brook,  and 
Pord  Say  and  Sele;  also,  under  the  charter  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts J'ay  in  1630  to  Sir  Richard  Saltonstall. 

In  1633  a  few  emigrants  from  the  Plymouth  Colony 
made  a  settlement  on  the  Connecticut  at  Windsor 
(kuowii  then  by   the  Indian   name  of  "Matiaunuck  "). 


upon  ascending  tie  liver  they  were  opposed  uiisuccess- 
fuily  by  the  I>utch,  who  had  erected  a  fori  on  the  site 
of  the  present  city  of  Hartford  (Indian  name,  "Suck- 
iag");  reachin.:^  Matianuck,  they  began  the  erection  of 
a  house  from  the  material  b'-onght  from  Plymouth. 
This  \vas  the  first  house  built  in  Connecticut.  The 
Dutch  Governcr  Van  Tv/iller,  soon  after  sent  a  com- 
pany of  seventy  men  to  drive  the  settlers  oft,  but  finding 
them  well  foriiued,  he  withdrew  and  returned  v\-ith  his 
men  to  New  Amsterdam.  This  first  settlement,  although 
made  under  the  auspices  of  the  Plymouth  Colony,  was 
subject  to  the  ^Tassachuselts  Bay  authority,  as  we  find, 
that,  in  obedience  to  an  enactment  of  the  latter  (in  1634), 
which  provided  that  musket  bullets  should  be  used  as 
currency,  these  settlers  adopted  them-  as  a  medium  of 
exchange  betweeii  themselves,  and  also  in  their  trade 
v,-ith  the  Indiana.  Meanvddle  the  settlement  made  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Warcham  at  Dorchester  increased  in 
popdlation,  and  with  it  a  sentiment  opposed  to  Mr. 
^Va^eha^:l■s  foru..  of  church  government;  hence,  divisions 
arose  a'uong  the  inhabitants  retarding  its  materia) 
grow  th.  Such  ^■  as  the  situation  of  affairs  when,  early 
h.\  1634,  Sir  Richard  Salionstal!  fitted  out  an  expedition 
with  the  view  .jf  establishing  his  rii^^hts  on  ihe  Connec- 
ticut River  under  his  charter  from  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Company.  He  placed  the  expedition  in  charge  of 
I'.Ir.  Francis  Stiles,  a  master  carpenter  of  London,  who, 


with  twenty  ethers,  took  passage  on  the  ship  ''Christian 
de  Lo "  (Joseph  V/hite,  Master),  March  16,  1634, 
wliich  reached  Boston  Harlvor  the  20th  c:  Jure  follow- 
ing. Among  the  names  aopearing  on  the  London  Pas- 
senger Register  was  tluat  of  Thomas  Barber,  aged  21 
(see  Drake's  Register  of  N.  E.  Founders).  This  is  the 
first  of  the  surname  of  "Barber"  that  1  fmd  whe-*  settled 
in  New  England;  though,  as  appears  from  the  London 
Passenger  Register,  a  "William  Barber  shipped  from 
London,  May  2t,  1635,  and  settled  first  under  the 
patronage  of  the  Earl  Carlisle  at  St.  Christopher, 
Maine;  also  that  an  P'd'vard  died  at  Dedham,  Mass., 
in  1644;  also  that  an  Edwara  died  at  Dorchester,  June, 
;d  So  years-      There   was    a    George  Barber  at

\  1^.35)  when,  owing  to  ti;e  difference  v/ith  the  Established 

I  Chujch  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  it  accompanied  the  Rev. 


Mr.  Warelani  and  Huil,  who  (witli  ethers)  were  per- 
mitted by  an  order,  dated  June  3rd,  1635,  o^  the  General 
Court  of  Massachusetts  to  remove  to  Connecticut;  and 
further,  tha*:  the  town,  they  should  establish,  mi2;ht  choose 
its  own  offi.cials  to  be  sworn  in  by  some  member  of  "the 
General  Court  of  Massachu'-etts  Bay."  Accordingly,  on 
the  1 6th  of  June,  1635,  we  nnd  them  on  their  way  up  the 
valley  of  the  Connecticut,  with  the  intention  of  locating 
at  or  near  the  settlement  previously  made  by  the  emi- 
grants from  the  Plymouth  Colony,  on  reaching  which, 
they  found  a  th.ird  party  to  contest  the  right  to  ?v[atiau- 
nuck,  viz.,  John  Winthrop,  v.-ho  had  come  the  second 
time  with  a  commission  from  Lords  Say  and  Sele  and 
Lord  r>vool:e,  as  the  proprietors  of  ail  Conne'-ticut. 
Hov.-e\er,  after  a  brief  interval,  Mr.  ^Va^eham  and  his 
friends  were  declared  authorized  to  establish  their  church 
and  organize  a  town,  which  they  first  named  Dorchester — 
in  honor  of  the  town  they  came  from  in  Massachusetts, 
and  of  the  county  of  which  many  of  them  were  natives 
in  England.  But,  February  :-i.  1637,  by  order  of  the 
General  Co;',rt,  it  was  nanx-d  "Windsor."  which  it  still 
retains.  In  the  spring  of  1036,  the  Rev.  Thomas  hlooker 
led  t'j  S'.ichiag  a  colony  of  some  hundred  souls,  and 
founded  "H'artford  "  and  •' V/ethersneld,''  which,  ^i  ith 
Windsor,  formed  \he  Connecticut  Colony,  and  subse- 
rjuentiy  the  County  of  Hartford.  For  a  time  ihereafier 
there  v.-as  trcudde   between  the    English  and   the   Dutch, 


Nvho  liad  built  a  fort  at  Saybrook;  both  claimed  Con- 
necticut, but  theformer  triumphed,  and  in  1644  Say  brook 
was  united  with  the  Connecticut  Colony. 

Having   thus    brought   events    to   the    period    when 
"Windsor"'  and  '-Hartford'"  were  established,  we  pro- 
ceed with  the  hist-ory  of  Tliomas  j'arber,  the  first  of  the 
';  name  in  Ncav  Enirland,  and  the  progenitor  of  the  Barber 
j  family  of  Conntcticut. 

j  The  records  of  Winflsor  show  that  Thomas  Barber, 
!  in  1635,  was  granted  "a  lot  ten  rods  west  of  Humphry 
1  Hyde's  Mill  Road,  eight  acres  and  twenty-two  rods  wide, 
;  bounded  south  b}-  'Mill  Brook.'  extending  north  across 
!  the  present  'Pleasant'  Street,  vrhich  was  originally 
,  opened,  as  stated,  two  rods  wide,  lo  accommodate 
■  'Barber'  and  "Alvord,' and  also  a  way  for  Mr.  Ware- 
;  ham,  the  minister,  to  go  to  his  lot.  north  of  Barber's  and 
'  Alvord's,  and  ended  vrest  of  l'*oquonnock  Road." 

In  3637,  the  name  of  ITiomas  Barber  is  found  en- 
'  rolled  under  Major  Stoughton  as  Sargeant,  and  Tie  par- 
:  ticipr.t-d  in  several  battles  -vvith  the  Pequot  tribe  of 
[  iud-ans.  Subsequently,  under  John  Mason,  he  greatly 
I  distinguished  himself  in  the  attack  made  upon  the 
I  Pequot  fort,  wr.ich  the  Indians  had  deemed  impregnable. 
1  This  stronghold  at  uic  time  contained  700  v.arriors, 
•while  Mason's  force  consisted  of  but  77  whites  and  100 
'warriors  of  tlic  Nyantic  and  Narragansett  Indian  tribes. 
.  The  Peqiiot  fort  was  located  on  a  hill  in  the  present  town 


I  of  Groton,  Windham  County,  Connecticut.  In  attacking 
;  it,  Mason  ordered  Lliat  portion  of  the  v/ooden  barricades 
'  at  which  a  strong  wind  was  blowing  to  be  set  on  fire, 
,■  and  the  fiames  at  once  spread  sv.'eeping  through  its 
i  whole  lengtli.  It  had  but  two  openings,  both  of  whicli 
'  were  occupied  by  Mason's  rnen,  and  as  the  savages 
',  attempted  to  escape,  they  were  shot  down.  ^Meanwhile, 
Mason  v.'ith  a  number  of  men  penetrated  the  interior  in 
\  searcii  of  more  Indians,  and  burning  their  wigwams.  As 
;■  a  result  only  five  or  six  out  of  tl^e  700  savages  escaped, 
\     while  jMason^s  loss  was  but  2  killed  and  16  wounded. 

In  an  account  of  this  battle,  written  by  ?\Iason,  and 
'  publishe  1  at  Eostoa  in  1737,  he  refers  to  the  part  taken 
by  Tnomas  Barber  as  follows :  "He  had  entered  the 
fort,  and  in  going  out  of  a  wigv^'am  encountered  seven 
Indians.  They  fled,  and  we  pursued  to  the  end  of  a 
lane,  but  before  we  could  reach  them,  they  v/ere  met  by 
Thomas  Barber  and  Edward  Pattison,  v,-ho  slew  the  en- 
tire teven  v/ith  their  axes  and  knives,  —  their  muskets 
having  been  discharged. '- 

It  appears  from  the  records  of  tiic  Hartford  Court, 

that  Francis  Stiles  had  failed  to  comply  with  the  terms 

of  an  agreement  made  with  Thomas  Barber,  as,  on  the 

28th  of  March,  1637,  an  order  was  made  "That  Francis 

.    Stiles  ieach  Thomas  Barber  the  carpenter's  trade,  as  he 

•    had  promised." 


'  We  fwd,  also  by  the  records,  that  whiie  returning 
from  tlie  Pe([uot  rghr,  Thomas  Barber  and  Lieutenant 
Cook  engaged  in  a  dispute  on  matters  connected  with 
the  church,  when,  becoming  somewhat  heated,  he  struck 
the  l.-ieutenant;  v. here^ipon,  the  court  adjudged  that  he 
shouhi  forfeit  hiis  military  position  and  pay  a  fine  of 
ifive  pounds. 

!  From  the  narratives  de-cibing  the  characteristics 
of  early  New  England  sett^ers,  written  by  Dr.  Belknap, 
!Dr.  Stiles,  Savage,  Phelps,  Burnham,  and  other  con- 
:temporaneous  hi-^tories.  we  conclude  that:  Thomas 
; Barber  was  a  thoughtful,  intelligent,  and  God-fearing 
jman.  aiid,  for  the  times,  exceedingly  liberal  in  his  relig- 
ious views.  It  i?  =;aid  that  iiis  toleration  in  church  mat- 
ters, and  belief  that  it  had  no  right  to  dictate  in  civil  or 
military  affairs,  was  the  primary  cause  of  tlie  difticulty 
between  him  and  Lieutenant  Cook.  We  may  judge  that 
•  lie  was  a  m.an  full  of  energy,  enterprise  and  determina- 
_tioi\.  while  just  in  dealings,  because  we  find  his  name 
;appearing  prominently  in  all  material  improvements  of 
;the  day,  the  do\  el'jprnent  of  the  natural  resources  of  the 
Tiew  country,  an!  the  eitablishment  of  law  and  good 
.order  among  the  inhabitants.  As  an  Indian  fighter,  he 
xvinced  a  courage  and  ^agaoit}  which  secured  him  the 
■confidence  of  the  Colonists  and  the  fear  and  respect  of 

Ithe  savages.

In  1640  he  married  Joan  or  Jane.  Her  surname 
does  not  appear  in  the  church  records  of  Windsor,  but 
a  number  of  the  authorities  le.id  to  the  conclusion  Ihat 
she  was  the  daughter  of  one  of  the  Dutch  settlers  at 
Saybrook,  as  some  others  of  the  Colonists  married  into 
their  families.  One  authority  says:  "The  wife  of,  or 
she  who  became  the  wife  of  Thomas  Barber,  was  the 
first  white  woman  to  land  in  Connecticut." 

In  1 641  a  number  of  the  Windsor  settlers  were 
allotted  lands  outside  the  settlement,  in  the  region 
known  by  the  Indian  name  of  "IMassaco,"  he  selecting 
some  600  acres  which  the  authorities  confirmed  to  him.

The  history,  -\Iemoriaui  of 
iiartford  County,  says:  "John,  Sr. ,  John,  Jr.,  Joseph 
and  Benjamin  Barber  v/ere  among  tht  first  loo  projMde- 
tors  of  Suffield  in  i6<S3,"  from  which  we  infer  that 
Joseph  and  Benjamin  must  have  been  the  sons  of  either 
jolui.  Sv.,  or  John,  Jr.      They  could  not  have  been  the 
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sons  of  either  Samuel  or  Josiah  of  Windsor,  or  Thonm 
of   Sinisburry,  because,  as   will   appear,  they  settled  ir;  \

The    History    of    Eurkshire    County   refers    to    Mathew  f 
Barber  as  Deacon  of  the  first  chuich  at  Pittsfield,  1784,/! 
and  to  the  following  as  being  soldiers  in  the  Continental '. 
Army,    \dz. :     Solomon    from    Sheffield,    David,    Jacob, 
James,    Mathew,    Phineas,    Simon    and   William    frorr'.i 
Pittsfield.      That   William  was   a  member   of   the   Com  - 
laiitte;  of  Safety  in  1776-7,  and   in  1778  was  cliosen   a.s 
one   of   a   specia'  committee  of   tliree  to  pass  upon  and 
decide   on    all   breaches   of    the   peace,    and   as   to    the; 
loyalty  of  all  persons  to  the  American  cause;  hence,  we 
conclude  (inasmuch  as  it  is  said   they  were  descendants 
of  Thom.as,  the  emigrant)  tliey  were   aiso   the   descend 
ants  of  John  of  Suffield.

Thomas,  son  oi  Thomas  and  Joan,  born  at  V.'iudsor 
irt  1644;  married  Mary,  daughter  of  "William  Plielps  of 
Windsor,  and  at  once  began  to  improve  the  lands  left 
by  his  father  in  Massaco.  To  digress, — in  Deceml:)er, 
i666,  the  Gei'^ial  Court  at  Hartford  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  divide  v,'h at  v\'ere  known  as  '-Meadow  Lands, '' 
lying  along  the  ri\er  m  Massaco,  among  such  of  the 
Windsor  settlers  as  chose  to  comply  with  the  condition, 
"That  within  tv,-o  years  the  persons  to  whom  granted 
should  imprcv'c  them  by  plov.-ing,  mov.dng,  building, 
fencing,  etc'  Among  tlie  first  to  obtain  grants  were 
To'hn,  Thomas  and  Samuel,  who  began  to  improve  them 
in  1667.  In  1669  the  General  Court  set  off  Massaco 
from  Windsor  into  a  sep^arate  township,  naming 
it  ''Simsbury."  Subsequently  it  was  divided  and 
lormed  "West  Simsbury,  now  Canton,  and  a  portion  of 
Avon  and  Eloomheld.  Thomas  and  Sauiuel  removed 
'-heir  families  to  Simsbury  in  1670  and  began  to  improve 
r    t;ie  lands  left  them  by  Thomas,  their  father. 

Thomas  ■;■■?. j  appointed  Tieutenant  of  th.e  first  rnili- 
■-ivy  company  of  Sinisbury,  and  was  ever  afterwards 
^nown  as  "Lieutenant  Thomas."  He  is  mentioned  as 
possessing  "great  physical  strength  and  courage,  whom 
'5'.e  Indians  feared  and  stood  in  awe  of."     He  built  the 


first  church  in  Simsbiiry,  and  also  the  first  sau-  r.nd  ! 
grist  railL  Referring  to  the  cJnirch,  there  wa.s  much 
contention  among  the  settler?  as  to  its  location,  wiiich 
v.-as  finally  settled  by  "lot"  at  the  southerly  end  of 
•'Terry's  Flaius."  It  was  ::8x.:4 — 14  post;  it  was  not 
ceiled  or  pev.'ed  until  1696,  and  was  never  painted. 
Thomas  died  at  Simsbury  in  1701.

'Ihe  records  of  Windsor, 
neither  Hinman's  nor  Noah  Phelps'  history  of  Simsbury 
furnish  the  data  as  to  when,  v.  here,  or  whom  he  married. 
The  W'orcester  Antique  Society's  history  states  that 
"John  Barber  was  granted   10  acres  of  land  near  Wo-^.^ 


tester  in  i6S6."  That  John  Barber  in  1743  petitioned 
to  have  certain  lands  ounetl  by  him  attached  to  Worces- 
ter; that  his  prayer  was  granted  in  17  14."  At  this  latter 
period  we  find  Robert,  James,  Ebenezer,  Joseph,  and 
from  1775  toiSiG,  we  find  James,  Jr.,  Silas,  Sr.,  and  Jr., 
Thomas,  William,  John,  and  Joel  Barber  mentioned  as 
town  officers.  In  a  foot  note  of  the  san^ie  history,  it  is 
stated  that  "Robert  and  James  came  from  Weston, 
Massachusetts,  (which  was  the  town  adjacent,  where 
John  owned  lands),  in  1739,  and  were  descendants  of 
Thomas  wlio  came  to  Amierica  and  settled  at  Windsor"; 
furtiicr,  that  -'Mathew,  vrho  settled  at  \\'est!ield,  was  a 
son  of  Jam.es,  of  Charleston,  MassacliUoetts." 

The  record  goes  on,  giving  the  following  deaths: 
•'Sarah  (Gray),  wife  of  Robert  Barber,  in*  1790,  aged 
'''6  years;  James,  Sr.,  in  1S12,  aged  S;;  Mary  Ann,  his 
\vife,  in  1S02;  Joseph's  first  wife,  Martha,  1781,  aged 
39;  Joseph's  second  wife,  Elizabeth,  1815,  aged  65; 
Joseph,  in  181 1,  aged  73.  Further,  that  "Dr.  William 
Barber,  son  of  James,  moved  to  Mason,  New  Hampshire." 

Lincoln's  History  of  Worcester  mentions  that 
''Joseph  Barber  represented  Worcester  in  a  convention 
composed  of  delegates  from  all  the  tov.ns  in  Massachu- 
setts, held  at  Concord  in  1775,  to  consider  the  extreme 
distress  thrci-'ghout  the  colony,  and  to  adopt  methods 
ij'or  relieving  and  mitigating  it." 


Samuel,  third  son  of  Thomas  the  Eini^^rant,  bora  at 
Windsor,  Octoljer  ist,  1648,  he  being  the  direct  pro- 
genitor (from  Thomas  tlie  Emigrant)  of  tleorge  H. 
Barber,  of  Detroit,  Mich.  We  shall,  as  far  as  possible, 
follow  the  line  of  descent  from  him  in  consecutive  order 
to  the  present  generation.

It  would  appear  that  Samuel  accoiupaniec!  Thomas 
l<)  Simsbury,  and  with  him  settled  and  improved  the 
lands  left  them  by  tlieir  father.  Joh.n,  the  elder  brother, 
and  Jo:.iah,  the  younger,  remaining;  at  ^Vindso^.  ^^'hethe^ 
i>arauel  remo'.cd  liis  family  is  not  stated,  but  it  i:>  likely 
he  did,  as  he  built  a  dwelling  upon  his  farm,  as  did 
Thomas  also.  In  1671,  John,  desiring  to  remove  to 
Springfield,  where  the  relatives  of  his  wife  resided,  sokl 
to  Samuel  the  homestead,  v.-hich,  it  is  stated,  he  occupied 
until  1676.  "When  he  removed  to  Simsbury,  josiah  (upon 
his  marriage  in  1677),  moved  into  the  homestead. 
Samuel  must  have  returned  to  AVindsor  subsequently,  for 
we  iind  he  owned  a  co^'enant  in  the  church,  and  was 
an  acti\-e  member  therein  until  his  death,  wdiich  occurred 
at  Windsor,  March  12,  170S.  His  wife,  R.uth  (Drake), 
died  at  Windsor,  November  13,  1701.  It  is  said  of 
Samuel  that  'die  v  as  a  man  eminent  for  his  piety  and 
devotion  to  his  church."

To  save  cxplanation.~>  and  references  as  ^ve  proceed, 
it  may  be  well  lo  note  the  several  churches  and  parishes 
v/hich  sprang;  directly  from  the  original,  or  First  church 
of  Windsor.  "Poquonncck"  was  constituted  a  parish 
in  1724;  erected  a  meeting  liouse  in  1727.  V*'intonbury 
Parish,  nov,-  in  the  tovv-n  of  Bloomfield,  erected  a  cluirch 
in  173S.  South  Windsor,  now  in  the  town  oi  Ellington, 
Tolland  Count)-,  became  the  second  of  Ea^t  V/indsor, 
or  North  Parish,  in  1754.  Wapping  Parish  (South 
"Windsor),  built  a  church  in  1765.  Captain  Xoah  Bar- 
ber, the  ancestor  of  the  Wapping  Barbers,  being  one 
of  the  first  members,  as  mentioned.  It  is  nov/  in  the 
town  of  Ellington,  Tolland  County. 

Inhabitants  of  ancient  Windsor  have  colonized  the 
following,  in  addition  to  those  referred  to:  Farmington, 
1640;  Iladley,  Mass.,  1659;  Northamr)t'jn.,  Mass., 
1654;  Springfield,  by  John,  eldest  son  of  Thomas  Bar- 
ber; Norwalk  and  Stamford,  1654,;  Colchester,  1699; 
Hebron  settled  by  families  fiom  ^\'intonbury  Parish  ia 
1704;  Tolland,  by  purchase  of  land  from  ihe  Indians 
in  1 71 7.  Iladdam  was  settled  in  166S  by  Winds  :)r 
people;  Bolton,  1716;  Torrington,  by  Nathaniel  Bar- 
ber of  East  Windsor,  1757:  Barkhamstead,  in  1732: 
Norfolk.,  1744;  Colebrook,  17C0.  It  also  sent  out 
colonies  to  Pennsylvania  on  the  Delaware  in  1753,  and 
\'ermont,  17S4.  Some  members  of  the  Barber  family 
being    among    all    of    them,    as   mentioned.        Simsbury 


Avas  established  in  1670;  numbers  many  of  the  descend- 
ants of  Thoriias  the  Emigrant.  In  FairfiehJ,  settled 
1646,  the  name  of  Barber  frequently  appears.  Blooni- 
f^.eld,  as  incorporated  in  1S35,  look  in  th.e  ol<i  parish  of 
Wintonbury;  also  tlie  Poquonnock  Society  in  i<S4o..  and 
later  the  Scotland  Parish  of   Sinisbury. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  ilrst  purchase  of 
land  made  by  the  Dorchester  emigrants  in  1635,  was 
on  the-  east  side  of  the  Connecticut  River,  nov,-  South 
Windsor.  The  lands  were  known  as  the  "Windsor 
Farms,''  or  "plantations."  They  became  a  town  cor- 
poration in  1672,  and  from  it  grew  Ellington,  Scantic 
Parish,  E.  W.,  and  ^^'apping  Parish,  South  Windsor. 
In  176S,  Windsor,  east  of  the  Conne:ticuL  River,  and 
before  East  "Windsor  came  into  being,  there  were  four 
parishes  in  original  Windsor,  viz.:  the  second,  estab- 
lished ia  1698.  the  north  third,  or  Scantic;  the  Great 
Marsh,  subsequently  Ellington,  and  the  Winter,  or 
Wapping  Parish. 

Rkv.  Eldad  Bakf.f.r,  the  son  of  Eldad,  the  son  of 
B^rijcnnin,  the  son  of  Samuel,  the  son  of  Thomas,  born 
at  E,:.st  ^\'indsor  in  iSoi,  and  who  died  at  Florence, 
Ohio,  in  1S70,  at  one  tune  ministered  in  the  North 
Fhird  or  Scant'c  Church.

John  6th,  inherited  •'Ash,'"  and 
married  Anna,  daughter  of  Roger  Grenviiie,  from  v.-hom 
sprang  John,  born  at  ^VibComb,  County  of  Devcn,  Eng- 
land, in  1600,  who  uiarried  Elizabeth  Rogers,  and  came 
to  America  in  1630.  They  landed  at  Boctou,  bought 
land  in  Taunton,  and  finally  settled  at  V\'ind.-.or  in  1637, 
v.-here  he  died  in  1659.  She  survived  hini  and  die.i 
at  the  age  of  100.

EXPLAlNTATCRY. 

Brov.-n's  History  of  Simsbury  says:  "Samuel  mar- 
ried for  his  second  wife  Hannah,  daughter  of  Noah 
Humphrey.  They  had  four  sons:  Joel,  born  in  1757: 
Asa,  Jessie  and  Giles.  Hannah,  his  wife,  died  in  Can- 
ton at  her  son  Giles'  house.  Joel  lived  in  Canton  until 
1784,  and  in  1792  moved  to  southeastern  Vermont,  and 
just  previous  to  the  War  of  181 2  removed  to  Canada. 
Family  all  moved  from  Connecticut,  and  it  is  not  known 
v'ho  any  of  them  married." 

I  Joel,  born  1736  at  Windsor,  belonged  to  the  Wind- 
sor branch  through  John,  the  son  of  Samuel;  v.-hile  the 
Joel,  born  175S  (referred  to  by  Abdial  Brov/n),  was  the 
son  of  Samuel,  the  son  of  Thomas,  who  settled  at  Mas- 
sacofnov,-  Simsbury). and  known  as  LieutenantThomas. 
It  v,-ill  be  remembered  that  Samuel  ist  accompanied 
Thomas  2nd  to  Massaco  (Simsbur}-)  and  irnpro-.-ed  the 
land  left  hirn  by  his  father,  as  well  as  the  meadow  land 
obtained  on  the  grant  through  the  general  Court,  but 
after  h.is  purchase  of  the  old  homestead  from  his  elder 
brother,  Tolin,  in  1671,  he  returned  to  Windsor,  where, 
except  for  a  short  period  in  1676,  he  resided  until  his 
death  in  170S.  Joh.n,  his  son,  succeeded  to  a  portion 
of  his  e„^cate  and  settled  upon  it.  He  also  acquired 
lands  in  East  Windsor,  adjacent  to  his  uncle  Josiah. 
All  his  children  are  registered  either  in  First  Church  of 
Windsor    or  Wintonbury  Parish.      When   Simsbury  v/as 
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divided,  Canton  was  formed  from  Avhat  was  called  West 
Simsbury.  The  lands  of  Thomas  2nd  and  vSamiiel  ist 
were  in  the  first  parish  of  Simsbury.  Hinman,  Noah 
Phelps  and  Lucius  Barber  sa)-:  "Four  brothers,  Samuel, 
Jonathan,  Jolm  and  Joseph,  moved  from  the  old  or  first 
parish  of  Simsbury  to  West  Simsbury  (Canton)  in 
173S,  v/here  they  purchased  farms  adjacent."  If 
brothers,  they  must  have  been  grandsons  of  Lieutenant 
Thomas. 

The  above  authority  also  states  that  "Doctor  Samuel 
had  II  sons  and  3  daughters,"'  and  the  Joel  referred  to 
by  Brown  as  "born  at  Canton,  1757,"  must  have  been 
tlie  son  of  Samuel,  son  of  Thomas  the  Emigrant  and 
brother  of  Sergeant  Thomas.  He  removed  to  Verjnont, 
and  settled  first  in  the  town  of  Eridport,  Addison 
County,  17S4,  and  was  appointed  a  justice  of  the  peace 
for  that  count}'  by  the  legislature.  We  are  unable  to 
find  vv'hom  he  niariied,  or  the  names  of  any  children. 

For  the  better  understanding  as  to  towns,  localities 
and  dates,  at  the  risk  of  repetition,  we  give  the  boun- 
daries of  the  several  towns  formed  out  of  Massaco  or 
SimsDury,  v.-hicii  was  established  in  1671. 

Avon,  established  in  1S30,  is  bounded:  North,  by 
Sinisbury  and  Canton;  south,  by  Farmington;  west 
and  east  by  Talcot  mouncain  range. 

Burlington,  founded  in  1806;  the  present  Congre- 
gational Church,   1783. 


Canton,  originally  West  Simsbury,  was  named  in 
iSo6,  and  is  bounded:  North,  by  Bark  Ilarnsted  and 
Grandby;  east,  by  Simsbury;  south,  by  Avon,  Burling- 
ton and  New  Hartford. 

Thomas,  brother  of  Samuel,  had  five  sons  and  five 
daughters. 

Jonathan,  his  other  brother,  who  died  at  the  siege 
of  Louisburg  in  1745,  left  tv^-o  sons  and  one  daughter, 
and  all  belonged  to  the  Simsbury  branch.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

JOHK,  son  of  Samuel,  son  of  Thoii"!as  Barber  ist,  and 
his  brother  S:imuel  ^vere  among  the  first  proprietors  of 
the  town  of  Harwinton,  in  1732.  Samuel,  however,  did 
not  settle  there  until  1733,  and  about  the  same  time  t-wo 
of  the  sons  of  Josiah,  Simeon  and  Timothy,  who,  v.-ith 
Reuben  and  Benjamin,  sons  of  John,  represented  the 
family  of  Barber  in  that  town  when  the  County  of  Litch- 
field was  established  in  1751.  E.euben,  Benjamin, 
Simeon  and  Timothy  all  entered  the  Continental  Army 
as  from  Harwinton. 

The  follovving  of  their  descendants  represented  the 
■own  in  the  State  Legislature:  Ashabel,  great  grandson 
of  John,  in  1842-3;  Charles  Hubert  and  Cyrus  L., 
respectively,  in  1874  and  1875. 

\Vc  have  referred  to  the  town  of  Suffield,  and  to  the 
fact  that  it  v/as  settle!  by  John,  son  of  Thomas  ist,  ami 
his  descendants,  some  of  whom  removed  to  Westfield, 
Mass.,  and  thence  to  Fittsfield,  Mass. 

Joseph,  son  of  Joseph,  son  of  Samuel,  son  of  Thomas, 
and  Josiah  and  Nathaniel,  sons  of  Nathaniel,  son  o^ 
Josiah,  son  of  Thonias  ist,  became  proprietors  of  the 
town  of  Torrington. 

In   173:?,    the  laxai-le  inhabitants  of   Windsor  were 

divided    into    seven    companies  or    corporations,    each 

taking  their  name   after   the   town.      Samuel,  John    and 

Josiah    belonged   to   that  of  the    iMathew  Allen,   Roger

Woolcott  and   Samuel  Matlier  Company,  v.'ho  ol>taiiied 
the  patents  for  Torrington. 

The  Barbers  of  Hebron  were  the  descendants  of  David, 
son  of  Samuel,  son  of  Thomas  ist.  David  \vas  c.  brother 
of  John.  David,  son  of  David,  whom  we  have  men- 
tioned 2s  entering  the  army  as  a  drummer,  and  was 
present  and  participated  in  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Mili, 
and  subsequently  was  attached  to  Washington's  army 
during  the  v/ar,  retiring  with  the  rank  of  Captain  in  tlie 
line,  also  settled  at  Hebron  after  the  vvar. 

The  "Worcester  Barbers  were  the  descendants  of 
Thomas  ist,.  through  John,,  son  of  Thomas  :;nd  of  Sims- 
bury,  who,  in  1743,  petitioned  to  have  Gore  County 
and  the  towns  of  Kolden  and  \\'eston  attached  to 
Worcester  County.  He  ov.-ned  lands  in  Weston,  as  did 
also  Robert  Barber,  who  married  Sarah  Gray.  We 
doubt  ^^-hether  tlie  latter  v/as  a  descendant  of  Thomas  ist. 
The  majority  of  authorities  state  that  he  was  from  Scot- 
land, and  came  over  with  the  other  Scotch  families  who 
settled  in  "Weston  first;  beside,  Robert's  children  do  net 
bear  the  christian  names,  so  common  with  the  descend- 
ants of  Tliornas  ist.  The  children  of  Robert  and  Sarah 
(Gray)  Barber  were:  James,  born  1727;  Sarah,  in  1730; 
Nancy  and  Maiy,  twins,  1733;  Oliver,  born  1735,  mar- 
ried Sarah  Munson  of  '\\'eston,  1771,  and  had  William, 
177:^,  v.'ho  studied  m.ed:cine  and  rem.oved  to  Mason, 
N.  H. 


Matkew,  born  at  AVeston  in  1726,  settled  in  PiUs- 
field,  Berkshire  County,  Masjachusett--;.  Daniel,  Jacob, 
James,  Phineas,  Sineon  r.nd  WiHiam,  v/cre  in  the  Con- 
tinental Arn.y,  were  all  descendants  of  Thomas  ist  of 
V\'indsor.  Wi-Ham  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  of 
Safety;  vras  also  in  ccmmand  of  a  company  in  the  bat- 
tles on  the  Hudson,  White  Plains,  etc.,  1776,  and  ranked 
as  Colonel  ai  the  cio<e  of  the  ^var.  In  17S4,  Colonel 
William  remo\'ed  to  Benson,  Rutland  County,  Vermont, 
where  he  died  Auci^^t  1  i,  17S9,  aged  46.  His  grandson, 
William  C.  Barber,  owne'l  and  occupied  the  old  farm 
first  im.proved  by  Colonel  William  as  late  as  1S77. 

David,  of  the  same  family  and  town,  settled  in 
Westfield,  Orleans  Count}-,  Vermont,  in  1S03,  where  he 
died  in  1S55.  Deacon  Lewis  Barber,  his  son,  v/as  liv- 
ing in  iSSo,  and  resided  in  Glover,  Orleans  County, 
Vermont.  Dr.  Lewis  Barber  practiced  medicine  in 
Glover  as  late  as  1S76.  Simeon  settled  at  Benson  at 
the  same  time  witli  Colonel  William  Barber,  17S4. 
Daniel  also  settled  in  that  town  the  same  year.  (See 
Vermont  Historical  Record. ") 

^L-i.THEW,  who  cariiC  froni  Worcester,  Mass.,  and 
settled  in  Pittstleld,  belonged  to  another  branch  of  the 
descendants  of  Thomias  1st,  viz.:  John,  son  of  Thomas 
2nd.  He  was  a  deacon  in  the  Congregational  Church 
of  Pittsfield  as  late  as  1784  (see  PLIstorical  Magazine 
of  Vermont  l.      Franklin  and  Chittenden  counties. 


About  sixt}-  families  frora  Litchfiel<j  and  Hartford 
counties  obtained  grants  aggregating  three  to^vuships 
from  Governor  Chittenden  in  17S2. 

Joel  Lar!;er,  from  Siuisbury,  together  with  Kdiaund 
Town,  settled  in  Georgia  or  Fairueld,  Franklin  County, 
in  1787;  v.as  the  original  founder,  and  a  deacon  of 
the  Congregational  Church  at  Fairfield,  after  the  tov/n 
was  established. 

V/iLLiAM,  settled  in  J-hiosburgh,  same  County,  1795. 
He  came  with  General  Robert  Enos,  after  whom  the 
tov.-n  was  named.  \\'illiam  was  Moderator,  Town  Clerk, 
Justice  of  tlie  Peace,  and  represented  the  town  in  the 
State  Legislature  in  179S-9,  iSoo-i,  and  1809-10.  In 
1803  was  associated  with  Dr.  Amherst  ^Villoughby  and 
Solomon  Bingham,  at  East  Berkshire,  in  the  mercantile 
business;  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Christ  Church  at 
Enosburgh  in  1S24.  Robert  Barber  ?ccompanied  him, 
and  settled  in  the  same  town.  Norman  and  Westover 
Barber  settled  with  Amos  Thompson  at  Fairiield,  Frank- 
lin County,  in  1792.  Job  Thompson  was  also  a  mem- 
ber of  Enosburgh, County.  Dr.  Nornian  Bar- 
ber and  Allen  Barber,  a  lawyer,  born  in  Georgia, 
probably  sons  of  one  or  the  other  of  above,  practiced 
as  late  as  1853  in  Fairfield. 

Joel  Barker,  Jr.,  of  the  town  of  Georgia,  was 
Associate  Judge  of  the  County  Court  from  1824  to 
1S32.      He  removed  to  Fairfield  and  was  Probate  Judge 


in  1S55-6.      As  early  as  1S20   lie   represented   the  town 
of  Georgia  in  the  State  Legislature. 

Theopore  and  Allen  Barber,  born  in  the  town  of 
Georgia,  were  attorneys-at-law.  Allen  was  County 
Register  in  1S34  to  1836.  Turman  Barber  also  resided 
at  Fairfield  in  1836. 

Horatio  Nelson  Barber  was  a  State  Senator  from 
Enosburgh  in  1S57. 

Job  Barber  settled  in  Berkshire,  Franklin  County, 
in  1792.  He  was  a  Revolutionary  pensioner,  and  died 
about  1812. 

Elisha,  Moses  and  Levi  Bari.ek,  were  also  residents 
of  Georgia  in  181  2. 

There  was  another  Joel  Barber,  a  graduate  of  Har- 
vard, who  settled  at  Auburgh,  Grand  Isle  County;  was 
Prosecuting  Attorney;  became  Captain  of  a  military 
company,  U.  S.  Army,  served  during  the  war  of  181 2. 
At  its  close,  removed  to  Rochester,  N.Y.,  where  he  died. 

William  Barber  settled  in  the  town  of  Burke,  Cale- 
donia Co.,  and  was  one  of  the  original  members  and 
a  deacon  of  the  church,  and  a  grantee  under  the  Chit- 
tenden patent. 

There  was  another  ^\'i]IiaIn  Barber  who  settled  in 
the  town  of  Burke,  but  he  was  not  related  to  the  Bar- 
bers from.  Hartford  and  Litchfield  counties.  Pie  was  a 
native  of  Paisley,  Scotland;  was  a  soldier  in  the  British 
Arm)',  from  v/hich   he  deserted  in  1778,  and  settled  in 


Winchester,  where  he  married  the  v/idov/  of  Reuben 
ThralL  Had  children,  viz.:  Clark,  17S1,  Father  in 
17S4. 

Elisha  and  Daniel  settled,  1784,  in  the  same 
county;  the  former  represented  the  town  of  Hinesburg 
in  the  State  Legislature,  1789. 

In  December,  1807,  Congress  passed  an  Act  laying 
an  en^bargo  on  all  shipping  in  the  ports  of  the  United 
States.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  extended  to  all 
shipping  points  on  the  northern  and  northwestern  fron- 
tier. Vermont  lying  inimediately  on  the  frontier,  tlie 
inhabitants  of  most  of  the  towns  were  very  much  dis- 
satisfied with  the  restriction  it  imposed.  Montreal  was 
their  market  for  exchange  of  products  and  purchase  of 
merchandise.  The  Legislature  of  the  State  had  remon- 
strated. William  Barber,  then  a  member,  was  chosen 
chairman  of  the  committee  to  formulate  and  present 
said  document,  which  was  pronounced  a  very  able 
paper  and  gained  for  hin\  an  extended  and  favorablt 
reputation. 

I  have  referred  to  it  because  of  the  strictures  in- 
dulged in  at  the  time,  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  people 
immediately  on  the  line  between  Vermont  and  Canada. 
Alany  arrests  were  made  by  U.  S.  oflicers,  of  Vermont 
citizens  who  had  evaded  and  resisted  execution  of  the 
law.  In  one  or  two  instances  the  lives  of  off.cials,  as 
well  as  of  the  inhabitants,  v,-ere  sacrificed,  and  many 
of  the  latter  removed  to  Canada.
